Edmonton Income Tax 
Explains 


—— 


| 


Collector 
Operation of New Act' 


Defines Persons Who Are Liable to Pay Tax and Amounts For Which ; 


They Can be Assessed—Money Collected May be Used 
as Set Off Against Land Taxes by Owners. 


The attention of the taxpayer is 
directed to the following brief explan- 
ation of the Edmonton Income Tax 
Act which hag been fiirnished The 


Bulletin by Edmonton Income Tax 
Collector Ferris: 

Every person resifing or ordinarily 
resident in or carrying on any business 
in the City of Edmonton is Wable for 
income tax provided the annual in- 
come exceeds $1,000 in the case of an 
unmarried individual, a widow or 
widower without dependent children, 
and $1,600 in the case of all other 
persons, 

Income tax shall be levied and pald 
upon the income received during the 
calendar or the fiscal year last pre- 
ceeding except that in the case of 
persons whose income is derived in 
whole or in part from periodical pay- 
ments of salary or wages the tax shall 
be levied and collected on the revenue 
for the current year. In the latter 
case the tax is payable strictly accord- 
ing to the rate of pay for the period 
in question. Any adjustments render- 
ed necessary by exemptions, periods 
of unemployment in the year, or 
change in rate of pay or otherwise will 
be dealt with upon application to the 
income tax collector, provided claim 
for adjustment is made before Feb- 
fuary ist of the next succeeding year. 

In the case of the income of business 
firms or persons residing or having 
their head office or principal place of 
business outside of the city but carry- 
ing on business therein or therefrom, 
either directly or through or in the 
name of any other person, the income 
shall be the net profit or gain arising 
from the business controlled, con 
ducted or carried on, in or from the 
City of Edmonton. 

In the case of any branch business 
where no separate profit and loss is 
available, five per cent. of the gross 
business of the Edmonton branch will 
represent the net income. ®

VISITNIG CITY 


President San, of Chinese Na- 
tional League, and Mr. R. T. 
.8ang, of Vancouver, Tour-

Edmonton is entertaining today two 
distinguished Chinese in the persons 


of Dr. San Yet Sen, editor of “The 
New Republic,” tha Chinese morning 
newspaper, published in Victoria, B. 


C., and president of the Chinese Na- 
tional League of Canada; and Mr. 
Tsang Sak Chuan, principal of the 
Chinese public school in Vancouver, 
also an official of the league. 

The two are making a tour of Can- 
ada from West to East, visiting all the 
cities where branches of the league, 
which is a fraternal beneficiary or- 
sunization with the object of promot- 
ing Chinese nationality here and sup- 
porting the Chinese republic. A large 
and influential branch of the league 
is established in Edmonton, with a 
large and handsomely furnished club 
room on Rice street, East. The presi- 
dent Is Mr. Mah Sen Choo. 


Dr. San was at one time private 
secretary of the first president of the 
republic of China. He is a graduate 
of St. Paul's College, an American in- 
stitution at Tokio, Japan, and is also 
a graduate of the fine arts school at 
Toklo. He has been in this country 
about two years. 

His command of English {s not ex- 
tensive, but, when seen by The Bulle- 
tin representative last night, he said 
that he was glad to have the oppor- 
tunity of seeing the capital of Alberta 
and said that he and his associate 
had been most hospitably welcomed 
by their fellow countrymen in the city. 

He declared that China was unwav- 
ering in its adherence to the cause 
of the Allies and hoped to prove it by 
sending many more soldiers to the 
battle lines. The people of China, as a 
whole, were heartily supporting the 
fovernment of the country in its po- 
sition, 

Mr. Tsang speaks but little English, 
but through an interpreter expresed 
similar sentiments. 

A large number of the Chinese resi- 
dents of Edmonton called at the lea- 


gue club rooms yesterday to pay their | 
respects to the visitors. There are also | 


in the city delegations from surround- 
ing citles, including leading Chinese 
from Calgary, Saskatoon and Battle- 
ford, at least 200 are here. 

A formal ceremony of welcome will 
be tendered Dr. San and Mr. Tsang 
at the league rooms today and other 
entertainments have been planned in 
their honor by the local Chinese col- 
ony.

‘High Shcool Teachers Ask For 


Ruling on Question of Acting 


Delegation Representing 


The Edmonton Public School Board 
was confronted on Thursday night 
| With a delegation from the High 
School Teachers’ Association, the ob- 
ject of the delegation being to ask the 
board to etate its position in regard to 
the order tssued by the department of 
education, that the teachers are to act 
as assistant examiners in carrying out 
the annual departmental examinations 
this year without fee, 

As the outcome ofthe representa- 
tions made by the delegation, the 
board appointed « committee, consist- 
ing of Trustees Bishop, Duggan and 
the chairman, to look into the matter, 
and if necessary to consult the board's 
solicitor and report to the next meet- 
ing of the board. 

There was some opposition to this 
course, as Trustee Douglas contended 
that it wagsa matter in which the 
board were not concerned but to com- 
ply with the order of the department, 
and that any other issue rested be- 
tween the teachers and the depart- 
ment. The majority of the trustees 
thought that the legality of the action 
taken by the department and the status 
of the contract for service between the 
teachers and the board and the de- 
mands that could be made by the de- 
partment upon the teachers should be 
determined. 


Morton Presents Case 


M. H. Morton acted as spokesman 
for the teachers, and after alluding to 
the recent order of the department, he 
said that in previoue years the teach- 
ers had been given the optjon of ac- 
cepting the post of assistant ‘examiner, 
and for their seryices had been paid 
the sum of $5 per day. The speaker 
then presented a set of questions 
drawn up by the teachers which they 
wished to ask the board. The first 
of these was that whether, in not com-| 
plying with the order of the depart- 
ment, they would be breaking their 
contract as teachers with the board? 
They would like to know if their con- 
tracts included the work of presiding 
at the departmental examinations, 
There were three other questions, but 
the speaker said that the reply to these 
would be determined by the reply giv- 
en to the first query. 

Trusteo Douglas remarked that all 
the work of the board was under the 
control of the department, and he did 
not think that they had anything to 
do with it at all, The department had 
control of the examinations and the

Trustee Duggan: While others have 
eight to nine days holidays.

In answer to questions, it was stat- 
ed that the examinations comme in 
June, and that up to June 80th the 
teachers were paid by the board. The 
school registers were marked although 
nominally the schools closed for the 
examinationa, 

Trustee Bishop coincided with the 
opinion of Mr. Van Allen, that the sub- 
jJect was purely a legal affair, and he 
moved that it should be referred to 
the board's solicitor. 

Trustee Douglas said that if they 
got mixed up with the lawyers they 
would get nowhere. 

Trustee Bishop said that he thought 
it better to get mixed up with the 
lawyers before they got into a mess 
than after. 

The chairman sald that he would 
like to see the matter settled as a mat- 
ter of policy, and that he wished to see 
the teachers satisfied as well as the 
board co-operate with the department, 
He thought that a committee might 
be appointed to go into the matter. 

Trustee Bishop: Will you advise the 
committee to consult the solicitor? 

The chairman: Yea, 

Trustee Douglas said that he did not 
think that they were going about the 
matter the right way. The same thing 
was being done all over the province, 
and it seemed that they were going 
to be the only ones to register a kick, 
They had not to look at the matter 
from the point of law, but of com- 
mon sense, These were extreme times, 
and there might be something behind 
the action of the department which 
they did not know.

He had not taken up 
the matter with the minister of educa- 
tion, but he understood that a few of 
j/the teachers had discussed it with 
lhim, and that he had not given any 
definite answer.

Depends Upon the Cost. 

The food controller announces 
that arrangements have been 
made by which people in the four 
Western provinces will be invited 
to use corn flour and oat flour in 
substitution for wheat flour. 
There is no question about the de- 
sirability of these substitutes be- 
ing used, or the willingness of the 
public to use them. The only ques- 
tion is whether they will be with- 
in range of the householder’s poc- 
ketbook. The prices at which 
cornmeal and oatmeal sell, com- 
pared with the price of flour, abso- 
lutely forbid the use of these ar- 
ticles in substitution for flour. 
Unless corn flour and oat flour 
ean be sold cheaper than cornmeal 
and rolled oats, it does not ap- 
pear that there is much prospect 
of any great saving in wheat being 
accomplished by putting them on 
the market.

The attention of Bulletin read- 
ers is respectfully directed to the 
|land supplement of May 31st. The 
purpose of the supplement is to 
attract the attention of farmers on 
the high priced lands of the middle 
western states to the equally pro- 
ductive and much cheaper lands of 
Northern Alberta. The pressure of 
population, favoring conditions, 
and the application of industry, 
energy and enterprise to those 
conditions, have resulted in an en- 
jormous increase in the price of 
farm land in what are called the 
corn-belt States. As the pressure 
of population increases, and the 
price of land rises, it necessarily 
follows that a proportion of farm- 
ers will seek locations else- 
where. This movement has taken 
very definite shape during the 
present year, and, as a_ result, 
large numbers of farmers who 
have accumulated big money, eith- 
er by farming or by the sale of 
their farms, have come into the 
wheat-growing areas of the Cana- 
dian prairie west to purchase the 
{cheaper lands there available. In 
this way, those portions of © the 
Canadian West have some share 
in the increased price of land in 
the United States. There has been 
a double profit—First, in the 
amount of cash brought into Can- 
ada and paid for land, and, Sec- 
ond, in the fact that men of ex- 
perience and industry—experts in 
farming—are in process of being 
added to the population and en- 
jergy of those sections of our 
country. 

So far, this movement has not 
been strongly felt in Northern Al- 
berta. The man from Illinois or 
Towa who is looking for a location 
|in the Canadian west has to run 
ithe gauntlet of all the inducements 
{that can be held out to him in the 
vast and desirable 
| through which he must pass before 
jhe reaches Northern Alberta, We 
are furthest of any part of 
|Canadian West from the area of 


land prices in the United 
corn belt. At the same time, it is 
in Northern Alberta that the farm- 
ing conditions which have produc- 
ed the wealth and prosperity of 
| the corn belt can best be repeated. 
Dairying and cattle feeding made 
Illinois and Iowa rich, and dairy- 
|ing and cattle feeding are being 
leartied on in Northern Alberta un- 


‘der circumstances quite as favor-| 


able for money-making as in Illin- 
| ois and Iowa. As corn is the great 
feed crop on which the success of 
|dairying and stock raising in the 
United States is built, so oats are 
{the foundation of dairying and 
| stock raising in Northern Alberta.

Five million people will have to be registered in one day. It is estimated that one hundred and 
fifty thousand workers will be required, to take this registration, or an army five times the size of 
the first Canadian contingent. 

It will require at least six minutes to register one person. A Deputy working continuously can 
take only ten registrations per hour, or eighty for an eight hour day. On Registratién Day the 
booths will be open fifteen hours; the Deputies therefore will have to work in two, possibly three shifts, 
In order to make registration convenient and easy, 25,000 places of registration will be established 
throughout Canada, with from one to twelve booths at each place. The location of these booths 
will be advertised by Proclamation and through the local press. 

Canada will be divided into 230 districts, each in charge of a Registrar, who is instructed to 
surround himself with a competent staff of deputies and assistant deputies in whatever numbers 
the work may require.
